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The Breeders Discuss Selective Registration 


A Modification of the Canadian System 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Regarding Selective Registration, beg to say I am 
heartily in favor of making a start, and that at the next 
annual convention. Think we should make our start on 
bulls alone. The Canadian plan places the requirements 
too low. There is no use establishing a selective class 
that is practically what every scrub pure bred bull now 
on the records of the Association can fill. This adds 
costs, clutters up the records and you have accomplished 
nothing. My suggestion is that we use the Canadian plan 
but make the requirements as follows: 

€lass X—(a) The bull must be out of a cow with a 
record of 25% above the standard for qualification. 

(b) His sire must be at least by a qualified sire or out 
of a dam with a record of 25% above the standard for 
qualification. 

(c) He must score at least 75% in each of the main 
divisions of the scale of points. 

(d) He must not be under ten months of age at the 
time of inspection. 

You will notice I add 25% to the requirements of pro- 
duction of dam over Canadian plan the first thing. Next 
in Canadian plan (b) I add 25% to production of sire’s 
dam. 

Canadian plan (c) calling for an inspection after two 
years I omit entirely, for I am making this inspection 
after two years part of the plan for Class XX bulls and 
this Class X bull can step up into the next class, just as 
children do in school, if he can stand the examination. 


After omitting Canadian Plan (c) altogether, I make 
(c) the same as Canadian plan (d) that is he must score 
at least 75% in each of the main divisions of the scale 
of points, and I am not so sure but what this should be 
raised to 80 or 85% for he is being scored while young 
and in my experience I find very few animals that get 
better with age, but a very large per cent get worse. I 
have also raised the age over Canadian plan two months 
for time of inspection or to ten months of age. This for 
reason that the older a calf gets the more you can tell 
about what he is going to develop into and an inspection 
at ten months will still give time to have him inspected 
and classed before he is ready for service. 


Class XX. I would raise dams record to 50% above 
standard qualifications, making (a) “The bull must be 


out of a cow with a record of 50% above the standard for 
qualification. 

(b) His sire must be a qualified bull or an extra bull. 

(c) His dam and four daughters shall be inspected; if 
dam is not available evidence satisfactory to the Associa- 
tion may be accepted. 

You will note that I make it obligatory that four 
daughters be inspected for this class and I have not set 
an age for the daughters. To really class a bull as very 
high class, his daughters should be in milk but as I am 
not at this time setting specifications for an “extra” pos- 


sibly this can be reserved for that class and this four 
daughters might with propriety be changed to four off- 
spring or get. 

(d) I leave as it is in Canadian plan. He must score 
at least 85% in each of the main divisions of the scale of 
points. 


(e) He must not be under 24 months of age at time of 
inspection. You will note that I have raised the age of 
inspection from 20 to 24 months of age. This will allow 
him to be old enough to have the four daughters, or four 
get in (c) and by the time he is twenty-four months of 
age if he is going to show a sloppy rump there is mighty 
apt to be some indication of it at this time. 


The Canadian (f) providing for holding Class XX in 
abeyance until twenty months and re-inspection at that 
age I have dropped altogether as the bull must be 24 
months of age under my plan before he can be inspected. 


The extra class, like the Canadians, I leave for later, 
which should include the bull and his daughters in milk.

Consider Good of Breed First 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Our Holstein-Friesian Association is absolutely right 
in going ahead with some kind of selective registration. 
Possibly it might be best to start with bulls first for a 
year or so. In studying the Canadian plan for bulls, | 
fail to see where we should modify it very much. 


I think Mr. Ghormley has the right idea about heifers, 
but to help finance I would have the breeders pay one-half 
of the registration fee at the time they filed the color 
markings, and the balance at the time of registration, 
leaving it optional with the breeder to complete the regis- 
tration at any time he saw fit up to three years, but after 
that the double fee to operate. I have registered many a 
calf that I never should have registered after three years. 
Whatever system we adopt, it is bound to hurt the 
finances of the Association for a time but that is only 
secondary. What we are working for is the good of the 
breed, and this could be brought about more quickly if we 
could induce more breeders to test and exhibit.

Keep Studying to Find Best Plan 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read with much interest all that has been pub- 
lished on this subject of Selective Registration and at 
times when sitting on the “milk stool” have given con- 
siderable thought to it, but without evolving any plan 
that contains any origina] thought. The principle as ad- 
vanced in most of the discussions is sound and is 
absolutely necessary for every man who expects to qualify 
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as areal breeder. The problem as I see it, is to get more 
men to follow these principles. After they have done so 
then perhaps I may call them breeders. 


The first problem before the committee on Selective 
Registration is to work out a plan of applying our knowl- 
edge in the designation of what we consider superior 
breeding animals. In this they will be guided by what 
they can learn from our Canadian and Holland brethren, 
supplemented by such ideas of our own as seem to be 
feasible. Whatever the plan may be it is only a plan 
until we put it in action. Then the results will be en- 
tirely dependent on the amount of action that we as 
breeders put into it, not only in its application to our own 
herd but also in our relation and advice to others. I 
regret that I do not have any worth while thought to 
offer for the plan. I have confidence in the committee 
assigned to this job. I trust that they will keep working 
until they have satisfied themselves that they have the 
best plan and will not present definite recommendations 
until they have exhausted the subject whether that be 
this year or a year or two hence. 


I believe that whatever plan is adopted should embody 
the designation of competent men as advisors and in- 
spectors who will be paid by the Association for such 
time and effort as they spend in this work and that as 
much as possible this should be done by experienced 
breeders rather than by “Field Men.”

I have read very carefully the article appearing in the 
“World,” of January 8th, concerning Selective Registra- 
tion, also the Canadian plan of Advanced Registration for 
bulls. 


IT have felt for a long time that the breed was in need 
of something along this line. There are altogether too 
many ordinary registered Holstein-Friesians. 

There are many commendable features in the Cana- 
dian plan of the Advanced Registration of bulls, which I 
believe might well be imitated to some extent by the com- 
mittee. I fell, however, that the committee having this 
matter in charge are very representative of the breed, 
and I am sure that whatever their recommendations may 
be, they will be heartily received by the membership of 
the Association. 

Personally, I have been expecting for several years 
that some plan of Selective Registration, which would 
eliminate the poor individuals and ordinary producers, 
was bound to come, and in fact I have been working for 
improved type without detriment to production, hoping 
to be prepared for the plan when it came, and I believe 
that other breeders have had the same thing in mind. 


It would seem that the line should be drawn closer 
in regard to objectionable markings on bulls. 

{ am wondering, if the “World,” has published, at any 
time, the plan of Selective Registration, which has been 
in effect in Holland, as no doubt Secretary Houghton and 
Mr. Moscrip have the details of that plan, and while it is 
quite possible that the “World” may have _ published 
something of the sort, I have failed to notice it. 


I am sure that the rank and file of the Holstein breed- 
ers are ready for some plan of Selective Registration.

Raise Standard Through Better Bulls 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I am very glad to endorse the accomplishments of thea 
Selective Registration Conference recently held at 
Chicago. The most of us know what a continuous 
struggle it is to eliminate the sloping rumps and bad 
udders from our herds. If this struggle were only 
accepted as a fact by all of us and steps taken to elimi- 
nate the registration of the undesirable offspring, unques- 
tionably within a few years, great benefit would be de- 
rived by the breed as a whole. 

When selecting our breeding animals, equal care 
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should be exercised both as to visible conformation and 
as to the desire to not only hold the Holstein-Friesian 
butterfat standard, but to improve it as much as possible. 
The ability to produce has been quite well established by 
our breed, but there has been a slight tendency to strive 
for large milk flow at the expense of butterfat. 

I am very much in favor of a herd test. By no other 
means that I know of can the working qualities be so well 
determined. Why should the good producers help lug 
along those that it often does not pay to feed and care for, 

Voluntary selective registration practiced by our 
breeders, with the assistance and advice of competent 
trustworthy fieldmen, is ,bound to raise the standard of 
the individuality and producing ability of our cattle, and 
it would seem to me that the best way to go about this 
would be first through using only desirable bulls from 
proven dams.

Argues for Practical Production Records 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

With regard to Selective Registration, we should start 
with fundamental facts. The dairyman’s cow of the pres- 
ent time is one that can make use of our cheap pasture 
lands. 

The stall-fed, pampered, 30,000-lb. milk, 1,000-lb. fat 
cow is not the dairyman’s cow. If our A. R. system con- 
tinues in the future as in the past, in promoting the stall- 
fed, sensational record cow, then more and more dairy- 
men will desert the pure bred for the grade that is bred 
for practical production. 


A system of selective registration that will aid in se- 
lecting and breeding cows that will produce better under 
practical conditions would be a great forward step. 


Let the A. R. office drop all short-time tests, except 
where they are made as part of long-time records. Drop 
all special notices of cows that make sensational records. 
Give publicity to the cows making practical production 
records. Establish a branch of our A. R. system that will 
provide means of testing cows for practical production 
with cost of production. 


I would have this part of our A. R. system patterned 
after the cow testing association, basing the record on a 
one-day test each month with a preliminary milking. The 
owner should be required to keep a milk record and record 
of feed which would be available to the tester but should 
not be required to make reports to the A. R. office. 

Breeders should be allowed to enter any part or his 
entire herd. Avoid every inducement for the making of 
sensationa] records. All cows making above 400 lbs. fat 
from milk having a normal test above 3% and showing 
a reasonable profit above feed cost should be classed as 
blue ribbon cows, provided they can pass a True Type 
examination. The True Type examination should be 
made by fieldmen of the A. R. office during the test year. 

These blue ribbon cows should be entered in the A. 
R. books and the records given all the commercial value 
possible if we are to induce dairymen-breeders to take 
up this form of work. 

I have a herd of cows that I have been breeding for 
ten years, founded on stock that my father bred for nearly 
twenty years. These cows produce from 9,000 to 10,000 
ibs. milk on an average yearly with a rest period of six 
to eight weeks. I base my milk records on a three-day 
period each month and get my butterfat test by taking a 
week’s composite sample twice during the winter after 
the cows have been milking from two to three months. 
My test from the cheese factory runs from 3.6% to 4.2%. 

In the past nine years, I have used good bulls, yet all 
my bull calves have been sold for veal or at veal prices to 
farmers with grade stock. The records I am making give 
me all the information needed for the careful selection of 
my breeding stock but have very little commercial value. 

If the A. R. office could give value to good records 
such as I am making, then I am sure such a form of se- 
lective registration would be given proper support. Such 
records must be given commercial value or no one can 
afford the expense. If I could realize a small amount on 
each sale of surplus animals then I would do well to enter 
my herd for Advance Registration. 

To me it seems a question for our directors to decide 
whether they shall serve the breeder who is in the busi- 
ness because it is a good “game” and can afford to pro- 
duce the sensational cow or serve the dairyman-breeder

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New York Association Holds Annual 
Meeting 


York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 

tion was held Tuesday. Janu- 
ary 18th at Albany. Perhaps’ the 
most constructive feature of the pro- 
gram adopted was a determination to 
so arrange finances during 1927 that 
the present indebtedness of approxi- 
mately $2,500.00 will be eliminated 
during the year. Definite instruc- 
tions to this end were issued by the 
delegates who voted a resolution pro- 
posed by E. G. Misner for the Execu- 
tive Committee that beginning May 
ist such a program as would insure 
eancellation of debts during 1927 be 
adhered to. The present contract 
with C. F. Bigler, executive secretary 
of the association, expires April 26th 
and the association is committed un- 
til that time to the present expendi- 
ture of funds which approximately 
equals the income. The delegates in- 
structed the Board in the meantime 
to live within the income of the asso- 
ciation so that the indebtedness 
would not increase. 


This resolution was opposed by 
Secretary Bigler but received the 
overwhelming support of the dele- 
gates. It is probable that some re- 
organization will be perfected during 
the current year as a committee on re- 
vision of by-laws was authorized and 
while the amendment by Dyer F. Mil- 
lard of Jefferson county changing the 
membership costs so that $3.00 would 
cover the payment to state associa- 
tions and $2.00 to county associations 
where joint fees were in effect was 
tabled, the delegates felt that some- 
thing should be done about a re-ar- 
rangement of the present plan of co- 
operation of county clubs as soon as 
the proper financing could be ar- 
ranged for the state association. 

Mr. Misner for the executive com- 
mittee of the board presented a pic- 
ture of the present finances which 
showed that no progress had been 
made in the past year in the reduc- 
tion of indebtedness. The executive 
committee criticised the existing by- 
laws stating that they needed revi- 
sion and the resolution which the 
delegates authorized was the outcome 
of the discussion. 


The following nominations for di- 
rectors for 1927 were reported by a 
nominating committee consisting of 
Charles Evans, C. B. Marshall and 
George W. Smith: 


Benjamin J. Pringle, Charles Lind- 
enmon, Harry Yates, R. N. McLay, 
Leon Gay, George W. Smith, Edwin

quorum of the new board elected the 
following officers: president, Harvey 
F. Farrington; first vice-president, E. 
J. Chaffee; second vice-president, C. 
L. Baldwin. treasurer, Willard Hall; 
executive committee, H. H. Wing, E. 
G. Misner and W. D. Robens, who 
with the president and secretary ex- 
officio comprise such committee. 

No action was taken on the election 
of a secretary as Mr. Bigler’s term 
does not expire until April 26th. 

The meeting by resolution favored 
erection of a suitable building at 
the New York State Fair Grounds for 
housing the agricultural implement 
exhibition of the New York Agricul- 
tural Society. It also favored a re- 
turn to the 3% basis for the purchase 
of milk and in a second resolution 
the placing of all tests for butterfat 
at receiving plants under the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Markets to 
insure fair and impartial butterfat 
tests. 

The meeting also passed a resolu- 
tion endorsing the present system of 
tuberculosis eradication procedure 
and advocating no change in area 
testing. 

The treasurer’s report read by Sec- 
retary Bigler in the absence of Har- 
old F. Hess, treasurer, indicated the 
financial situation shown above. Sec- 
retary Bigler gave avery compre- 
hensive report of his activities, going 
into detail regarding the routine of 
office, extension efforts, legislative 
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efforts and finances. His report ad- 
vocated that the officers and direc- 
tors give more time to association 
work and that the Holstein clubs be 
urged to take a more active part in 
extension effort and calf club work. 
He recommended an active member- 
ship campaign with a minimum goal 
of 1,000 members, believing the pres- 
ent to be a good time to secure mem- 
berships. He advocated the offering 
of all encouragement to new breeders 
and the passage of resolutions which 
were later acted upon by the associa- 
tion covering testing at receiving 
plants by the Department of Agricul- 
ture and Markets. 


The business portion of the meet- 
ing was preceded by a brief talk with 
lantern slides by C. H. Baldwin who 
has charge of the state farms who 
told of the 41 institutions where 
herds are maintained supplying a 
part of the milk to 60,000 patients. 
Dr. John G. Wills, state veterinarian, 
discussed disease control on these 
farms and gave a comprehensive ex- 
planation of the present system of 
testing for evidences of contagious 
abortion. 


The meeting was very well at- 
tended, approximately 100 breeders 
and delegates being present. Despite 
the differences of opinion that ex- 
isted between the secretary and the 
board relative to finances a note of 
optimism ran through the whole 
meeting and when the financial situ- 
ation is straightened out in New 
York, as it will be by the procedure 
adopted by the meeting, it is evident 
that extension effort will go forward 
with renewed vigor. 


Pennsylvania Farm Products Show

ESPITE steady rain practically 
D all the time, the 1927 Pennsyl- 

vania Farm Products Show 
brought out record crowds. The 
show has grown year by year and the 
demand for more space taxes the 
managers until it is evident that 
before long grounds and buildings 
must be acquired, either with or 
without state aid. 


The chief features of the eleventh 
show were the baby beeves owned by 
boys and girls, the farm machinery 
displays and dairy cattle exhibits 
which this year were housed in a 
separate building which was thronged 
every day. The major dairy breeds 
were each represented by a few 
choice specimens. There were nine 
Holsteins, six from Robertson Farms 
of York, a heifer from the herd of 
Jesse Kurtz of Carlisle, while Ivo 
V. Otto of Boiling Springs had a cow 
and calf on exhibition, the dam being 
the well known Westover Madaline 
Burke, whose C. T. A. records for the 
past five years average 12,915 Ibs. 
milk, 440 lbs. fat. This cow last fall 
headed a class of forty-four Holstein 
matrons at the Cumberland County 
Dairy Show. 


The four big dairy breeds had field- 
men present to hand out literature 
and tell the good points of the animals 
and their booths and the entire dairy 
building were prettily decorated. 

Tuesday was Inauguration Day, 
Gov. John S. Fisher assuming office 


at this time, and no meetings were 
held except the joint meeting of all 
associations. Wednesday the chief 
meeting of interest to our readers 
was that of the Pennsylvania Dairy- 
men’s Association. Talks were given 
by practical dairymen, State College 
professors, veterinarians and editors. 
At the business meeting, Prof. E. B. 
Fitts, of State College, was elected 
president; Dr. L. M. Thompson, of 
Montrose, Pa., re-elected first vice 
president; M. D. Phillips of Pomeroy, 
second vice president; W. F. Schrum 
of Jeanette, third vice president and 
Robert F. Brinton of West Chester, 
secretary-treasurer. The _ vice-presi- 
dents, at the time of their election, 
headed the state Holstein, Guernsey 
and Jersey breed associations. The 
treasurer’s report showed a balance 
of $110.20 in the treasury.

Last year, 331 attended the dairy- 
men’s banquet, but the record was 
beaten this year, 362 being seated 
while a number were turned away 
for lack of room. After a generous 
feed, Prof. A. A. Borland, of State 
College, called the meeting to order 
and introduced Dr. L. M. Thompson 
as toastmaster. The genial doctor 
then called upon the retiring Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, “Daddy” Willets, 
who briefly told of the pending action 
against viscolized milk, which he 
deemed a fraud on the purchaser, and

Forum, A Real Breeder’s Show Herd

“just cows” and went into debt for two pure bred 

Holstein heifers and a bull of the same breed. Four- 
teen years later, while still a young man with his best 
years ahead of him, he was acclaimed Premier Breeder 
at eleven of the best shows of the country including the 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress. No, this is not a fairy 
story. It is the true life story of Holger Larsen, owner 
of Forum Holstein Farms at Dike, Iowa. His success 
came, not by getting some capitalist to underwrite his 
proposition, but by the intrinsic merit of the Holstein 
cow and by his own industry, perseverance and vision— 
particularly the first and the last of these. This story 
should be an inspiration to every man who has pinned 
his faith to the black and white cow as a money-maker 
and a stepping stone to success. 

Perhaps the most successful show.herd of the 1926 
season in the United States was the Forum herd, covering 
a circuit of eleven shows of at least State Fair calibre 
in the Middle West, Northwest and Southwest, and winning 
the honor of Premier Breeder at each of the eleven 
shows, as well as Premier Exhibitor at nine of them. 
We do not have a complete record of the Forum winnings 
at the Sioux City Inter-State Fair, but at the ten other 
shows, including Waterloo, the American Royal, Kansas 
National, and the Minnesota, Jowa, Illinois, Missouri, 
South Dakota, Oklahoma and Texas State Fairs, the herd 
won 24 championships, 71 first prizes, 45 seconds and 58 
other ribbons.

old and one of the two aged cows, every member of this 
show herd of 17 head was of his own breeding, and of 
these fifteen, all except the two herd sires were by sires 
ot his own breeding, while many of them were backed 
on the dam’s side by many generations of his own breed- 
ing. In short, it was a real breeder’s show herd. 

The senior sire at Forum Holstein Farms was also 
the head of their 1926 show herd. He is Forum Patriarch, 
Reserve All-American three-year-old 1926, and an outstand- 
ing two-year-old in 1925. His winnings on the fall circuit 
of 1926 included six Grand Championships, seven Senior 
Championships and ten first prizes at the eleven shows. 
His only defeat came at Waterloo where he placed second 
to the Grand Champion and All-American three-year- 
old bull. 

The junior sire, Forum Triune Ormsby, was also a 
successful member of the show herd, in the yearling 
class, winning first at the Royal and Iowa State Fair, 
also two seconds and two thirds and was we!l up in the 
money at Waterloo and Minnesota State Fair, two of the 
very strongest shows of the year.

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Deferred Registration of Females 
O™= suggestion that was brought forward from sev- 








eral sources in the recent Chicago conference on 

Selective Registration was that a system of de- 
ferred registration of females would be very helpful in 
advancing the cause of Selective Registration. The sug- 
gestion, in a general way, was that a special register be 
instituted, similar to the calf book of the Holland Asso- 
ciation, in which breeders could file the color markings 
and essential data promptly after the birth of the calf and 
that after the filing of such preliminary registration, final 
registration could be deferred until the animal was two 
and a half or three years of age without the penalty of a 
higher fee. 

The preliminary registration would answer the purpose 
of keeping the identity straight and it might be expected 
that fina] registration would doubtless never be completed 
on a large proportion of such heifers as might fail to de- 
velop satisfactorily. The psychology of this course is 
evident. Breeders will be much more willing to refrain 
from sending in the fee and registry application on an 
inferior animal than they would be to request the can- 
cellation of a certificate already issued and paid for. 

In the discussion of this question at Chicago, several 
important points were brought out. The first of these 
was the financial problem of the Association. If all regis- 
trations of females were to be deferred for two years, it 
was argued that the resulting loss of revenue to the Asso- 
ciation during that period would practically put it out of 
business. Another point raised was that in the tubercu- 
losis eradication program breeders would require their 
registration certificates at the time of testing in order to 
collect pure bred indemnities. 

Frankly, the idea of deferred registration of females 
appeals to us. The old idea of urging early registration 
in the interest of accuracy of the breeding record is not 
consistent at all with the idea of Selective Registration. 
We believe the answer to the objections that have been 
raised lies along the line of making deferred registration 
optional rather than compulsory. In other words, a 
breeder not filing a preliminary birth report will be re- 
quired to complete registration before the heifer is a year 
old or else pay the penalty of a higher fee as at present. 
If a birth report is filed in due order, the breeder would 
be given the privilege of deferring the final registration 
until the animal was, perhaps, three years old, without 
‘subjecting himself to the penalty of a higher fee. Then, 
aif he required the registry certificate as proof of pure 
breeding in tuberculosis eradication work, or if an animal 
iis sold or for any other reason it should become desirable 
to complete her registration, it could be done at an earlier 
date without waiting until the animal had reached the 
-age of three years. In other words, it could be completed 
‘at any time the owner desired up to the time of the limit 
set. 
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We are inclined to believe that this option would 
answer the objection raised regarding the effect such a 
plan would have on the finances of the association during 
the first years of its operation. We believe there would 
be a constant stream of final applications going through 
so that while the business of the association in the secre. 
tary’s office might be and probably would be considerably 
reduced, it would in no sense place the association in an 
embarrassing financial situation. If necessary to meet 
this situation, a part of the registration fee might be re- 
quired to be paid at the time of filing the birth report 
and the balance when final registration was completed. 

In all of this discussion of Selective Registration and 
of allied subjects like the one here proposed, we must 
keep our perspective clear and remember that the associa- 
tion exists for the breed—not the breed for the associa- 
tion. 


Why the Pure Bred Comeback is Slow 


OME time ago a breeder raised the question in a 
S dairyman’s meeting as to whether a pure bred cow 

is not always more desirable than a grade. He de- 
fended himself with the usual argument that a registered 
animal must possess the pure blood of her breed for 
centuries back while the ancestry of a grade is always 
more or less uncertain. He also stated that the pure 
bred usually had heavy producing animals in her ancestry 
and that just because she happened to be a low pro- 
ducer herself was no proof that this high producing 
blood would not crop out in her offspring and that she 
should be spared on that account. 

On first thought this might seem logical. But that 
kind of argument will not stand the test of reason. It 
would be just assensible toargue that the murderer should 
be spared because there were no criminals in his pedi- 
gree and consequently future generations probably will 
inherit their characteristics from his ancestors and there- 
fore be desirable citizens. It is only by cultivating the 
good and eliminating the bad that we improve whether 
it be strains of seeds, breeds of livestock, or the human 
race that we are dealing with. 

A cull‘animal, now and then, is not a disgrace to any 
breeder. I would far rather buy a herd sire from a man 
who openly admits that he sends half his bulls to the 
block because they are not good enough to head herds 
than from the man who boasts that he sells them all for 
breeding purposes. Breeds of dairy cattle are largely 
improved by selection and culling. Ultimately the breed 
that culls the most rigidly will stand supreme even 
though they may be much smaller in numbers. 

Many of the world’s best agricultural minds for cen- 
turies have been devoted to the improving of our breeds 
of dairy cattle. They have done it largely by selecting the 
best and eliminating the poorer individuals and produc- 
ers. Pure bred breeders and breed associations have a 
wonderful opportunity to continue this good work and 
thereby raise the standards of our dairy and agricultural 
industry. But the man, who harbors within his herd 
registered scrubs can do more to undermine this good 
work in a few years than one of these constructive 
breeders did in a lifetime. 

Some pure bred breeders today are the object of 
ridicule by their grade cow neighbors. In many cases 
this ridicule is unjustified but in far too many cases 
there is reason for it. The grade cow man has culled 
closely in these cases while the pure bred man hesitated 
to do so on account of the value of those registration 
papers. As a result he has a lot of scrub pure breds in 
his herd and they are holding him down. Not only are 
they holding down his profits but they are a dead weight 
on the development of his breed and upon the whole 
dairy industry. Maximum profits for dairying are 
dependent upon our doing just as efficient a job of cull- 
ing in our pure bred herds as with grades. When all 
pure bred breeders do that the value of pure bred dairy 
cattle will be appreciated and they will be paid for 
accordingly.—The Dairy Farmer.

ORUM PATRIARCH 410836, whose picture adorns 
F our front cover this week, has a record as a prize 
winner and sire of prize winners that we believe has 
never been equalled, at least by any sire of his age. His 
achievements have been covered quite completely in one 
of our feature stories this week, so we need only say here

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that he went through a strong circuit of eleven shows of 
at least State Fair calibre in 1926 without a defeat in his 
class, except for the single occasion when he met the All- 
American three-year-old, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, 
at Waterloo, and was the unanimous choice of the com- 
mittee for Reserve All-American honors. 

Four of his daughters and two sons, all junior year- 
lings or younger, were consistent prize winners at the 
same eleven shows this year, one of them being chosen 
reserve All-American junior yearling heifer. Each of 
these six offspring won at least one first during 
the season and four of them won championships 
on one or more occasion, the six taking in all 21 
firsts and eight championships, this in spite of the fact 
that several of them had to compete with one another. 
His Reserve All-American daughter, Forum Patriarch, won 
five firsts and one junior championship, while her sister, 
Forum Vesta Diamond, beat her on one occasion and four 
times placed second to her. A junior calf, Forum Josie 
Ormsby, who at a number of the shows had to compete 
with senior calves, won no less than eight firsts and five 
junior championships, while a senior calf, Forum Stylist 
Ormsby, took four firsts and one junior championship. Of 
his two young sons, one won two firsts and the other one 
first and one junior championship. 

Forum Patriarch is a massive fellow, weighing 2,460 
pounds in show condition before he was four years old. 
He will be remembered as one of the successful two- 
year-olds of 1925 and also has several prizes to his credit 
as a yearling in 1924 and as a calf in 1923. This past 
year, he was a member of the All-American K. P. O. P. 
Get of Sire. 

As to his breeding, he is a son of King Pietertje Orms- 
by Piebe, and has, we believe, won more first prizes than 
any other son of that sire. His dam, Owanda Gerben 
Barber, was the outstanding aged cow of 1921, going un- 
defeated throughout the season, winning in her class at 
Waterloo, five State Fairs and one Inter-State Fair, also 
taking senior and grand championship in each case 
except at Waterloo. Forum Patriarch was born imme- 
diately after the close of this successful show circuit. 

He was bred by H. O. Larsen, owner of Forum Hol- 
stein Farms, Dike, Iowa, where he is now the senior herd 
sire. His dam was one of the first females bred at Forum, 
being a daughter of Mr. Larsen’s first pure bred sire, Cap- 
tain Pietertje Barber, the bull that started his owner on 
the road to financial success. We commend to the atten- 
tion of our readers the story of Forum Holstein Farms 
which appears elsewhere in this issue, believing that the 
facts given there will be an inspiration to every man who 
is depending on the black and white cow for his bread 
and butter. 


The President’s Message on Tuberculosis 


Eradication 


The following quotation from his annual message 
shows that President Coolidge considers the eradication 
of bovine tuberculosis a matter of extreme importance: 

“Another preventive measure of great economic and 
sanitary importance is the eradication of tuberculosis in 
cattle. Active work is now in progress in one-fourth of 
the counties of the United States to secure this result. 
Over 12,000,000 cattle have been under treatment and the 
average degree of infection has fallen from 4.9 per cent 
to 2.8 per cent. The Federal Government is making sub- 
stantial] expenditures for this purpose.” 
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In his message transmitting the budget for 1928, Presi- 
dent Coolidge further explains the necessity for this ex- 
penditure as follows: 

“For the eradication of tuberculosis in animals an 
estimate for $5,853,000 is included in the budget. This is 
an increase of $1,200,000 over the amount provided for 
the current year. The continuing increase in the number 
of cities which have placed embargoes against milk from 
dairy herds which have not passed the Federal tuberculin 
test is placing a heavy burden on the owners of dairy 
herds, since slaughter of infected animals is the accepted 
method of eradication. The furnishing of pure milk is 
of vital importance to the health of the people. Because 
of its interstate character, it is entirely proper that the 
Federal Government share with the states the cost of 
protecting the purity of this great food supply. The 
amount included in the estimates should permit adequate 
prosecution of work of eliminating tubercular cattle from 
dairy herds. 

“The results of the work already done warrant the 
belief that we can confidently expect the complete 
elimination of this menace to health. With this hope and 
probability in mind there certainly is no excuse or warrant 
for state or nation to withhold the funds necessary to 
effectively carry on this important campaign.” 

This, we believe, is the first time this work has been 
mentioned specifically in the President’s Annual Message 
and indicates his recognition of the importance of this 
program which is being carried on by the federal govern- 
ment in cooperation with each of the 48 states.

Pure Bred Squeals 

“Pure Bred Squeals” is the title of 
the little booklet sent out by the 
Kern County Union High School 
Boys’ Agricultural Club, Bakersfield, 
California. It is issued twice a year 
and is published so that its friends 
may know what the club is doing as 
a unit during the school year. This 
copy which we have just received is 
the December 1926 number and gives 
a report of the various trips and 
projects made during the summer 
and fall. The trips included a visit 
to the Pacific International Live 
Stock Exposition, at Portland, Ore. 
where the Kern County judging team 
represented California, and placed 
third: a trip to the Yosemite Valley, 
which is made annually following the 
close of school in the spring, a trip 
to the annual convention at Davis for 


club contestants, and trips to state 
and county fairs. At the state fair 
and Kern County Fair, their total 


winnings were $660, the money being 
divided between the boys after ex- 
penses were taken out. The girls in 
this school are making pin money by 
entering the cut flower contest. This 
last year, six girls made a net profit 
of $45 each after $11 had been in- 
vested in bulbs. Another of the 
events of the year at the Kern 
County Union High School is the 
Father and Son _ banquet. The 
purpose of this banquet is for the 
fathers to become better acquainted 
with what their sons and other men’s 
sons are doing in the Agricultural 
Department. This year they feasted 
upon a 1,000-lb. steer developed and 
furnished by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment through the high school. The 
total errollment of the Agricultural 
Department this past fall was 222 
students, anl more interest is being 


taken in the various projects than 
ever before. Charles Pratt is editor 
of Pure Bred Squeals -and Dexter 


Garrett is president of the club. 


Special Study Clubs For Older Farm 

Boys 

After the farm boy has outgrown 
the smaller enterprises he enjoyed in 
his pig, corn, or calf club as a 
youngster, and before he has a farm 
of his own and can carry on adult 
farm demonstrations, he may get out 
of touch with progressive methods of 
agriculture. It is this boy between 
the ages of 16 and 20 whom extension 
workers cooperatively employed by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture and the State colleges are 
interesting in a program of better 
farming. 

Among the most effective of these 
organizations for young men on the 
farms are the young farmers’ clubs 
in Connecticut, successfully carried 
on for the last four years. These 
young farmers are working for a 
standard of living on the farm that 
will compare well with the opportun- 
ities offered in other lines of business 
and are not content with- mastering 
only the production side but are 
studying the marketing and economic 
side of farming as_ well. Each 
member keeps a complete set of farm 
accounts, which serve as a basis for 
study of the farm business and the 
working out of plans for improve- 


ment. They analyze the business on 
successful farms in the State, and 
study business conditions in their 


relation to agriculture. <A junior fair 
in Middlesex County, where there 
was no other fair, has been a success- 
ful project, with most of the responsi- 
bility borne by the young folks. Next 
year they plan to take entire eharge 
of the fair. 

The farm record clubs of Iowa and 
the farm account clubs of Oregon are 
helping to meet this need of young 
men of the farm. Wisconsin is this 
vear organizing forestry clubs for 
boys between the ages of 14 and 21, 
while Maryvland’s program aims to 
keep in touch with the older club 
boys and get them ready to enter 
business for themselves at 21 years 
of age. Redwood County, Minn., last 
vear developed an organization for 
these rural young people in which the 


boys decided to take up advanced 
projects in swine, dairy, and corn, 
and studies of the business side of 


farming.—U. S. Dept. of

Seven-Day Test Condemned 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I believe the time has come when 
we should start “Selective Registra- 
tion,” and that we should start right. 
When we start “Selective Registra- 
tion,’ it should be made to mean 
something. If the record of an ani- 
mal’s dam, or the record of the cow 
herself, is to be taken into considera- 
tion, it must be a long-time record 
and not a 7- or 30-day record. 

In the discussion in your paper last 
year, Superintendent Gardner said 
he believed a 7-day record made with 
a normal per cent of fat was an in- 
dication of a cow’s ability to produce. 
Every Holstein breeder in the coun- 
try knows that today only a very 
very small proportion of all large 7- 
day records are made with a normal 


per cent of fat and are therefore not 


an indication of the cow’s ability to 
produce. 

Our association sends out cards, 
spends its money heralding from the 
house tops, every 40-lb. record. Yet 
we all know that the number of 40-lb. 
records made with a normal per cent 
of fat are so small as to be negligible. 
I have been in many a farmer’s barn 
and he has said that he could not 
understand why the milk from the 
heifers of his bull did not test better, 
because the dam of his bull tested 
4%, 5 or 54%%. All I could tell him 
was that the dam of his bull did not 
test 41%, 5 or 54%, that he had been 
caught for a sucker. And, Mr. Editor, 
it hurts to have to admit that so 
many of our prominent Holstein 
breeders are still using the 7-day test 
to catch suckers. 

While the 7-day test probably was 
of use some years ago, because of the 
changed conditions under which we 
make records today, I honestly be- 
lieve that the 7-day test is the great- 
est curse our breed has. If we are 
to use records for “Selective Regis- 
tration,” let us start right and use 
records that mean something.

Forum, A Real Breeder’s 
Show Herd

Incidentally, it should be mentioned 
that both the senior and junior herd 
sires are sons of one of Mr. Larsen’s 
foundation cows, Owanda Gerben 
Barber. She was a member of the 
Hargrove & Arnold show herd of 1921 
when she was undefeated at Water- 
loo and six other strong shows. She 
was mated with K P' O P to produce 
Forum Patriarch and with Triune 
Ormsby Piebe to produce Forum 
Triune Ormsby. It should also be 
mentioned that Forum Patriarch was 
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a member of the All-American 
K P O P Get of Sire this past year. 
All of the junior yearling heifers 
and calves of both sexes in the Forum 
show herd were offspring of Forum 
Patriarch. These included Forum Pa- 
tricia, Reserve All-American junior 
yearling heifer, who was junior cham- 
pion at the Kansas National and win- 
ner of four firsts and four seconds, in- 
cluding first at Waterloo. Once she 
was defeated by her sister, Forum 
Vesta Diamond, who stood second to 
Patriarch four times and beat her at 
the American Royal. An outstanding 
calf of the year was Forum Josie 
Ormsby, who won seven firsts and two 
seconds, four times being made junior 
champion. At Waterloo she stood sec- 
ond to the junior champion and All- 
American heifer calf, Triune Papoose 
Piebe. A fourth daughter of Forum 
Patriarch to win high honors was 
Forum Stylist Madison, a senior heifer 
calf, who was junior champion at 
Texas, first at-the Kansas National 
and at Illinois, second at Minnesota 
and the Royal and fourth at four other 
shows. Two other daughters of this 
sire were occasional prize winners. 


Two sons of Forum Patriarch, a 
senior calf and a junior calf, were 
also members of the show herd. Forum 
Don Ormsby, the older bull, was first 
and junior champion at T'exas, second 
at the Kansas National and well up 
in the money elsewhere. The other, 
Forum King Tulip, was first prize 
junior calf at Texas and the Kansas 
National, second at Iowa and fourth 
at two other shows. We know of no 
other sire, at least of the Holstein 
breed that is himself such a consist- 
ent first prize winner to have as many 
as six different blue ribbon offspring 
in a single season. His brother, Tri- 
une Ormsby Piebe, his sire, King Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Piebe and his great 
grandsire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes are other sires that have had 
six different offspring win first prizes 
in a single year at shows of State 
Fair calibre or better, and we can 
think of only two other sires in the 
history of the breed of which this can 
be said. Not only that but Forum 
Patriarch was the only sire having 
All-American mention this year who 
had any offspring similarly honored. 
In the Get of Sire class, his offspring, 
all young and often in competition 
with mature gets, won two firsts and 
three seconds and stood fourth at 
Waterloo. 


Aside from Forum Patriarch and 
his offspring, the most successful 
member of Mr. Larsen’s 1926 show 
herd was Forum Diana Masterpiece, 
a senior yearling daughter of the 1924 
All-American 4-year-old, Forum Maud 
Masterpiece, and sired by Forum 
Ormsby Perfection, a former Forum 
herd sire bred on the farm, and a 
leading prize winner of several years 
past. This great heifer won seven 
first prizes, being twice junior cham- 
pion, and was also the second prize 
senior yearling at Waterloo and two 
other shows. Only threeheifers placed 
ahead of her during the season and 
two of them were heifers that she 
had previously defeated several times. 
She also twice stood first over the 
heifer that was chosen for All-Ameri- 
can honors. 


Among the older members of the 
berd was Long Hollow Mercedes But- 
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ter Boy, a three-year-old heifer that 
won four firsts, two seconds and three 
thirds, also standing fourth at Water. 
loo. Also the two-year-old, Forum 
Betsy Skylark, of Forum breeding, wag 
inside the money eight times, winning 
two firsts, two seconds and a third, 
Forum Pontiac Queen, a Forum bred 
cow by a Forum bred sire, was first 
prize aged cow, a senior and grand 
champion at Muskogee and the Texas 
State Fair and also won two seconds, 
a third and three fourths at other 
good shows. In short, twelve differ. 
ent members of this show herd df sey. 
enteen animals each won one or more 
blue ribbons during the season. 

In the group classes, Forum made 
a particularly impressive showing. 
The Graded Herd won eight firsts and 
one second, there being no such clagsi- 
fication at Waterloo, the one defeat 
for this group coming at Minnesota 
State Fair. The calf herd won five 
firsts, two seconds and a third. Sey- 
eral different pairs of Produce of Cow 
were exhibited by Mr. Larsen, three of 
them being inside the money at Water- 
loo. At the Kansas National, Forum 
Produce groups placed first, second 
and fourth, at Iowa first and second, 
at Illinois first and fifth, at South Da- 
kota first and third, as well as win- 
ning first at both Minnesota and Musk- 
ogee. We have already mentioned the 
winnings of the Get of Forum Patri- 
arch and it should be further nected 
that a Get of Forum Ormsby Perfec- 
tion exhibited by Mr. Larsen and R. V. 
Rasmussen at Waterloo, s.oo! second 
to the All-American K P O P Get. 

It was in 1912 that Mr. Larsen 
started in the Holstein business on a 
rented farm, without capital and with 
only a bunch of “farmer’s cows,” most- 
ly of bcef breeding. For a foundation, 
he purchased two pure bred Holstein 
heifers and a little later a proven 
sire, Captain Pietertje Barber. He 
planned to buy one outstanding foun- 
dation female each year, and from 
time to time he bred some of these 
to the best sires in his vicinity in 
order to obtain high class herd sires 
without buying them at fancy prices. 
As a result of this practice, his herd 
sires after the first one have been 
almost entirely of his own breeding. 
They have been sired by such noted 
animals as Sir Johanna Fayne, Sir 
Ormsby Skylark, King Korndyke 
Pontiac Lass and Major Pietertje 
Ormsby, while his two present herd 
sires, as already mentioned are sons, 
respectively of King Pietertje Orms- 
by Piebe and Triune Ormsby Piebe. 

The foundation cows purchased 
early in the history of Forum Hol- 
stein Farms included Drosky Sadie 
Vale Cornucopia, a show cow that 
had on one occasion beaten Minerva 
Beets. In 1918 he started her on long- 
time test, his first experience in semi- 
official work, and made a record of 
973 lbs. butter from 24,600 Ibs. milk. 
She was the cow selected by the Na- 
tional Association to illustrate the fa- 
mous. sign, “Holstein-Friesians on 
this Farm,” which was extensively 
used by breeders all over the coun- 
try for a number of years. 

Early appreciating the importance 
of showing, Mr. Larsen took a few 
head to the Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress in 1916. While his showing 
in the hot competition there was not 
very encouraging, he broke into the

money in a number of classes and 
the next year brought out a show 
herd that was very successful not 
only at Waterloo but at several 
Middle Western Fairs and even went 
as far East as the Eastern State Ex- 
position. In 1918 he made another 
successful trip to Waterloo with a 
good string. 

In 1921, Hargrove & Arnold put 
out their first K P O P show herd on 
a strong circuit in the Middle West. 
Most of these animals were of their 
own breeding and were sons or 
daughters of King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe, but the string was augmented 
by two females purchased from Mr. 
Larsen. One of these was Owanda 
Gerben Barber, one of the first fe- 
males born and bred at Forum. She 
went through the season undefeated 
with the Hargrove & Arnold string, 
winning first at Waterloo and taking 
grand championship at six other 
shows. When she left Forum she 
was carrying a calf by King Pietertje 
Ormsby Piebe and just at the close 
of the show season she dropped a 
bull calf. Mr. Larsen was fortunate 
in being able to repurchase this great 
cow and her calf, the latter being 
Forum Patriarch, the present senior 
herd sire and one of the stars of 1926. 
She has since dropped another bull, 
Forum Triune Ormsby, the present 
junior sire and a son of Triune Orms- 
by Piebe. 

From 1922 on, Forum’ Hofsteims 
have been seen each year at a num- 
ber of leading shows. In 1922 was 
the big winner at both Kansas State 
Fairs and the Oklahoma and Texas 
State Fairs as well as doing well at 
Iowa and elsewhere. In 1923, Larsen 
captured several blues at Central 
States Exposition and other shows. 
In 1924 he exhibited at ten good 
shows and at each one, with a single 
exception, he won more firsts than 
all other Holstein exhibitors com- 
bined. One of the stars of his 1924 
show herd was Forum Maud Master- 
piece, All-American four-year-old of 
that year and dam of one of the out- 
standing senior yearling heifers of 
1926. In 1925 he again made a strong 
circuit of ten shows including the 
National, Waterloo, Kansas National, 
American Royal, Central States Ex- 
position and five State Fairs, win- 
ning high honors at each. His 1926 
showing as already stated was un- 
approached by any other Holstein 
breeder in the United States. At all 
of these shows from 1916 on, cover- 
ing more than a decade of outstand- 
ing success, practically every animal 
he has exhibited has been of his own 
breeding or, in the early days, one 
of his original foundation cows. 


Along with the show type, Mr. Lar- 
sen is and has been working for pro- 
duction, using and living up to his 
slogan, “Home of Producers and Re- 
producers.” Among the small breed- 
ers of limited capital there is perhaps 
no other man in the United States 
who has done as much really con- 
structive breeding of prize winning 
Holsteins as has Holger Larsen. And 
judging from the work of the first off- 
spring of his present herd sire, the 
coming years are likely to surpass 
those that have gone before.

of his action denying indemnity to 
owners of animals registered in the 
Holstein-Friesian Registry Associa- 
tion, Inc., and slaughtered on reaction 
to the tuberculin test. His action 
was based on the confusion likely to 
result from a multiplicity of registry 
associations for any one breed. After 
a decision of the Dauphin County 
court had been given in favor of the 
new association, the Attorney General 
gave an opinion that, under the 
wording of the Act of 1915, indemnity 
could be claimed for animals regis- 
tered in any registry association, so 
the appeal was withdrawn. At the 


present sitting of the legislature, it

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taken to clarify the situation as the 
present law did not require such 
animals to be pure bred as long as 
they were registered. 

“Professor Happy” Goldsmith, of 
the Philadelphia Dairy Council, enter- 
tained in his usual “happy” manner 
whereupon President-elect Ralph D. 
Hetzel, of State College, said he 
would try to find a position for Mr. 
Goldsmith on the professional staff 
at State College, where his wisdom 
and brand of humour was badly 
needed. President Hetzel also said 
that in his position the various breed 
“True Type” models were fully as 
beautiful and idealistic as the statues 
of The Winged Victory or the Venus 
De Milo. 

A. J. Glover, editor of Hoard’s 
Dairyman, said that milk from unpro- 
fitable cows depressed the market 
price and asked his hearers to visua- 
lize the work, feed, barn room and 
capital wasted by the keeping of such 
cows. In his judgement, official 
records as generally made did not as 
accurately show the real. dairy 
talent of the animal as did C. T. A. 
records made under real dairy con- 
ditions. C. T. A. work also found 
proven or producing sires, too often 
after they had been disposed of. He 
favored adequate protein in dairy 
rations, although it was true that 
certain combinations of feeds gave 
better results than when these feeds 
were fed separately, such as skim- 
milk and corn; gluten and red clover; 
alfalfa and silage. Owing to the 
growing practice of cities to permit 
only milk from tested herds to be 
marketed within their borders, if 
dairymen do not tuberculin test their 
herds they are likely to find their 
markets slipping away. 


The new Secretary of Agriculture, 
Charles G. Jordan, made his initial 
talk to the dairymen. He favors 
adequate appropriations for tuberculin 
test indemnities, and seemed well 
acquainted with the present status 
of T. B. test work in this state, which 
now has eight disease-free counties. 
Secretary Jordan is a forceful, enter- 
taining speaker, who said that he was 
both a preacher and a farmer, as 
well as a politician. 


Prof. Taylor of State College, 
reported that 146 samples of milk 
were exhibited at the show, of which 
85 scored 96% or better. Lenker 
Farms, of Harrisburg, stood first in 
the certified class but the Federation 
Cup for best Holstein milk went to 
W. E. Witherspoon of Chambersburg, 
Pa. 


Montgomery County won the hand- 
some loving cup given by the Purina 
Mills for the best bull association 
functioning during the past year, and 
also a True Type Cow model donated 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, while gold medals went 
to Charles Wismer and Joe Guest, 
presidents respectively of the Mont- 
gomery and Butler County bull 
associations. 

Wm. Steigerwalt, of Lehighton, 
Carbon County, won the State Federa- 
tion cup for the highest Holstein herd 
enrolled in C. T. A. work, his thirteen 
cows averaging 14,443 Ibs. milk, 
509.6 lbs. fat. Last year’s winner, 
A. L. Zimmerman, was second, his 
seventeen cows averaging 15,056 lbs. 
milk, 482 lbs. fat. Holstein herds 
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stood first and second for the entire 
state, in which 377 herds exceedeg 
300 Ibs. fat. The Carbon County 
Association averaged 358.6 lbs. fat 
10,378 Ibs. milk, the first Pennsylvania 
association to exceed the 1,000-Jp, 
mark.

Friesian Clubs 

Thursday morning, the State Fegq. 
eration held its annual meeting in the 
Masonic Temple. At least seventy- 
five were present, including a number 
of delegates from the affiliated loca] 
clubs. After the secretary had reaq 
the minutes of the 1926 meeting, he 
told of the Federation’s activities 
during the past year, while the 
treasurer reported a balance of $75 
in the treasury after all outstanding 
bills were accounted for. 

Among the resolutions passed was 
one asking the legislators to appro- 
priate five million dollars for T. B. 
indemnities and $600,000 for mainten- 
ance of the Live Stock Sanitary Board, 
this in addition to one-third of the 
receipts from the dog taxes collected 
throughout the state. 


Another resolution asked that in- 
creased indemnities be paid only to 
such pure bred bovine animals as 
were registered in registry associa- 
tions on record when the act govern- 
ing such action was passed in 1915. 
We understand that similar resolu- 
tions were passed by other state 
dairy breed associations meeting 
during the show. 


It was resolved that all members 
who had not paid their dues since 
1925 be dropped from the member- 
ship roll after due notification. 

The Federation voted to cooperate 
with the New York Central Railroad 
in putting on a dairy heifer train in 
May, the tour to take two weeks and 
cover several of the northern counties 
of the state. 

M. D. Philips, of the State Agricul- 
tural Council, requested the Federa- 
tion to appoint representatives to the 
Council of which he is president. Mr. 
Crissey reported his activities in the 
state during the past year, in which 
he had cooperated with Federation 
representatives. Albert Craig, Jr. 
asked that the Federation request 
that A. R. records in the so-called 
Farmer’s Class include feed records 
or feed cost as in C. T. A. work. It 
was decided to confer with those in 
charge of record work at State Col- 
lege to see if this could be arranged 
and then to bring the results to the 
notice of Supt. Gardner and _ the 
National Association. 


AS Dr. Thompson positively 
declined to stand for reelection 
owing to pressure of other business, 
Mr. Albert Craig, Jr., of Sewickley, 
was elected president and J. G. 
Kerrick, of Towanda, re-elected vice 
president. H. E. Robertson of York, 
was elected both secretary and treas- 
urer. There were six retiring direc- 
tors and seven nominated to fill the 
vacancies. 
A. Fairchild of Berwick, J. W. Hunter 
of Grove City, John Shirk of Lan- 
castor, W. A. Woods of Carlisle, G. A. 
Burdick of Abington, and Dr. L. M. 
Thompson were declared duly elected. 
The meeting was then adjourned.

HIGH PRODUCERS IN MARYLAND 


Charles J. Hull, Westminster, Mary- 
land, is developing a high producing 
herd of pure bred Holsteins as the 
following facts will show: 

“Woodmont Duchess Gelsche Rose 
freshened May 28, 1926 and milked 
until January 1, 1927, a total of 11,160 
Ibs. Woodmont Echo Queen, fresh- 
ening June 6, 1926, produced up to 
January 1, 10,067 lbs. Pauline Lyons 
Artis Hengerveld freshened on De- 
cember 12, 1925, and milked from 
May 1, 1926 until going dry, 8,382 Ibs. 
She freshened again December 4, 
1926 and is now milking 90 lbs. on 
three milkings per day. 

“The other three cows milked very 
good. They have now milked almost 
a year since last freshening. They 
milked from May 1, 1926 until Janu- 
ary 1, 1927, 22,657 lbs.” 

To mate with these good cows, Mr. 
Hull is using a son of King Pietertje 
Ormsby Piebe. The further develop- 
ment of this herd will be watched 
with interest. 
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UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS TO 
STUDY ABORTION DISEASE 


With Illinois cattle breeders much 
interested in stopping the heavy losses 
that are now being caused by the abor- 
tion disease, the animal pathology 
and hygiene division of the College 
of Agriculture, University of Illinois, 
has just launched a new project to aid 
in the control of it. For many years 
this disease has been ignored by breed- 
ers. Now, however, it is recognized 
as causing a greater loss to the cattle 
industry than any other single disease. 

Fifteen pure bred cattle herds in 
nine counties of the state already have 
been signed up to be used in the 
project. St. Clair, Coles, Tazewell, 
Champaign, Ogle, DuPage, Wayne, 
Bond and Woodruff counties are rep- 
resented. Studies will be made to 
determine if repeated blood tests, iso- 
Jation cf reactors and disinfection of 
premises are practicable in the con- 
trol of abortion caused by the abortion 
germ. An effort also will be made to 
determine the extent ‘of infectious 
abortion not related to the abortion 
germ. 

The project recently was put before 
veterinarians and some of the prin- 
cipal herd owners in the vicinity of 
Macomb. Practicing veterinarians of 
the country who heard Dr. Robert 
Graham, chief in animal pathology and 
hygiene, explain the project were Drs. 
O. Schanatterle, Goodhope; G. U. 
Gray, Adair; F. C. Jones, Macomb; F. 
C. Brown, Blandsville, and L. Hollis- 
ter, Avon. 

Herds which are selected for study 
in the project will be blood tested at 
a nominal charge by the agricultural 
college. Strict sanitary measures to 
be used throughout the management 
of the different herds also will be 
mapped out for the guidance of the 
herd owners. Other breeders who are 
being troubled with the disease in 
their herds have been invited to con- 
sult the sanitation plan of control 
which the college has mapped out. 

“The heavy damage done by con- 
tagious abortion is a matter of deep 
concern to dairymen and cattle breed- 
ers”, Dr. Graham said. “Sequels of 
this disease are barreness, sterility 
and impaired milk production. These 
together with abortion itself are the 
cause of serious losses in many herds.”
